RURAL MUNICIPAL 
ORGANIZATION 


IN ALBERTA 


The councillors of L.1.D. No. 458 
Uelieving that better go\'ernment 
|could be obtained by making the 
change, ave desirous of petitioning 
the government to have this  dis- 
trict formed into , Rural Municipal- 
ity, and with this object in view, a 
petition will shortly be circulated a- 
mong the rural electors. For the 
information of those interested, we 
pwhlish herewith extracts from a 
pamphict published by direction 6: 
Hon. Wilfred Gariepy, minister tof 
ls department of municipal aifairs.: 


Under the provisions of The Rural 
{Municipality Act now in force in 
this province, the province is divid- 
jed into areas known gs territorial 
jrmits. ‘Chese territorial units con- 
tain nine Vdiwnehips each, except 
where “the territoty is broken by 
large lakes of rivers. In such cases 
the lakes and rivers have been mads

If these 
signatures do not make up in num- 
ber fifty per cent of the number of 
voters who voted at the last elect- 
ion for councillors in the district, 
additional signatures must be \ ob- 
tained to make up such number. The 
additional signatures may be obtain- 
ed from any part of the district. 
When a district is organized as a 
rural municipality the council shall 
have and eXercise gl] the duties and 
powers on the municipal commitiee, 
make arrangements for the election 
of the new council, and so on.’ Such 
municipality may remain divided in- 
to divisions, and the counciliors will 
be elected by divisions. A by-law, 
may, however, afterwards be, assed 
changing the method of representat- 
ion to election of councillors at jarge

| The petition should be received by 
the minister not iater than the 10th 
of November in any year, and any 
order organizing , municipality shall 
only take effect on, from, and after 
the second Monday in Derember next 
following the date of such order.

If 
it is desirable to have a loan for a 
longer period the municipality may 
jborrow money by issuing debentures, 
but any by-law giving avthsrity for

jbe approved by the Minister before 
any debentures can be issued. De-
